ECCLESIASTICAL MEETING 
AT HONGKONG. 


The -local papers reconied in 
June last year the appointing by 
His Holiness Pope Bendedict XV 
of Bishop de Guebriant of Canton, 
as an Apostolic Visitor to the 
Catholic Missions in China. 

Bishop de Guebrian took up 
his exalted functions in Septem- 
ber 1919, after.a trip to Yuonan, 
first visiting Northern China and 
Mongolia. In December, he was. 
in Shensi, and early in .Jan- 
vary in Szechwan. He arrived 
at Hongkong on Weddesday last, 
after he had held meetings with 
ali the Bishops of China, North, 
West and Middle, and fully con- 
sidered with them the present 
needs of the Missions and the 
ways and means most likely to 
forward the Christian cause in 
China. 

The political events that hava 
happened in China since. 1911, 
have resulted, inier alia, in & 
greater liberty for Chinese 
Christians, and by way of con- 
sequence, in new needs arising 
from the new circumstances and 
the fresh opportunities afforded to 
the Christian community. Hence 
many questions such as Evange-. 
lisation, the training of the native 
Clergy, the education of 
youths, the Press, etc., require a 
special treatment and up-to-date 
administrative methods for their 
promotion and normal develop- 
ment. . 

The Catholic Church remains 
what she was and ever will be, 
in all that concerns dogmatic and 
moral teaching. Nevertheless in 
the exercise of her apostolic 
ministrations, she knows how 
to accommodate herself to the 
necessities of the times and 
circumstances and to every new 
heed of the Christian peoples who 
follow her guidance.

SHIPPING NEWS. 


PICTURE OF FAMOUS CLIPPER 
SHIP. 


Recently there has been: on 
exhibition in the rooms of the 
Liverpool Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion and the Exchange- News- 
room an interesting picture re- 
miniscent of the dsys when 
Liverpool was the home of the 
famous -clipper, ships. This 
picture, which is the possession of 
Myr. Percy Robertson, of Messrs. 
Marwood and Robertson, Water- 
street, Livegpool, the well-known 
Australian shipping company, 
is a representation of the 
burning. of the famous James 
Bains in the Hushisson Dock 
Liverpool. on September 23, 1858, 
The picture, which has proved of 
very deep interest .to many 
engaged in Liverpool shipping 
jnterests of the present. day, 
shows the vessel in the centre of 
the Huskisson Dock burning 
fiercely with all her masts gone 
by the board, and «showing 
merely the hull. Tt is of interest 
to note that in asmall boat which 
is seen astern ot the ship, there 
are three figures; there are none 
other than the Hon, Joseph 
from” which the 
premier shipping company, 
the Cunard. Line, takes its 
name, the second is Mr. 
Hughes, who at that time was a 
youth of seventeen years. of age, 
and is now living in retirement 
in Wallasey, after occupying & 
very important and respected 
position in Liverpool shipbroking 
circles for many”years and the 
‘boatman. The James Bains was 
one of the famous Black Ball 
Line clippers, and when the 
Indian Mutiny broke out in 1855, 


the Lightning, another. famous 
tea-clipper, both of which were 
over 2,000 tons register, to 
take troops to India. 
Queen Victoria, who specially 
went down to Southampton 
to bid the troops farewell before 
their departure on these ships, 
expressed the opinion that she did 
not think that her Mercantile 
Marine aver possessed such flne 
and graceful ships. Both the 
James Bains and the Lightning 
left Southampton “on the same 
day, and after a passage of 100 


the same tide, having kept each 
other in sight during the whole of 
the passage. On arrival at Cal- 
cutta the troops were immediately 
taken into the interior. under 
Lord Clyde, and took a very 
active part in supressing - the 
Mutiny, end saving our In- 
dian Empire. The James Bains 
was then chartered to return to 
Liverpool where She arrived on 
the 22nd April, 1858, and as her 
policy of insurance gave 24 hours’ 
grace, she was considered to be 
of risk at noon on the following 
day, but singularly enough a “fire 
broke out at 1.30 that afternoon, 
and the question, naturally arose 
“was it within the prescribed 
time, and was the ship still under 
the policy of insurance.” It is 
understood that eventually there 
was a compromise between the 
underwriters and the shipown- 
ers to make @ small 
allowance arising out of 
the fire, which was supposed 
to, be occasioned by spontaneous 
combustion.. The ship was burn-
